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AT PRICE OF HONOR 


Tells U.N. Assembly U.S. 

- Will Keep Trying for 
‘Honest Armistice’ —|} 
Resolution Urges Reds 
to Accept Terms. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
25 (AP)—Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson accused Russia last night 
of deliberately planning and carry- 
ing on the Korean war. He said 
the United States would do every- 
thing in its power to achieve an 
“honest armistice” if the Com- 
munists wanted one, but he 
warned United Nations delegates 
that the U.N. “cannot buy peace 
at the price of honor.” 


Speaking before the General 
Assembly‘s Political Committee, 
Acheson asked the 60-nation As- 
sembly to approve the conduct of 
the U.N. war effort. He intro- 
duced a resolution—backed by 20 
nations—urging the Communists 
to accept an armistice on the U.N. 
terms. This meant no forced re- 
patriation of prisoners of war, 
since that is the only issue block- 
ing a truce agreement. 

Acheson’s nearly three-hour 
speech was a calm detailed review 
of the Korean war, all that led up 
to it and the drawn-out attempts 
to end it. One United States 
spokesman called it a “kind of. 
verbal white book.” — 

Plea for More Help Possible. 

The Secretary, after declaring 
the United States would do every- 
thing in its power to get an 
“honest armistice” if the Com- 
munists wanted one, warned: 

“But if this is not the case, and 
if the resistance must go on, then 
we shall have to examine our 
position and our ability to carry 
that resistance forward.”

PUTNAM STUDIES 
LEWIS-INDUSTRY 
PLEA TO OVERRULE 
WOB ON MINE PAY 


Economic Stabilizer Says 
He Is Determined ‘Not 
to Act in Hurry’ on 
Wage Cut-Back—Lists 
4 Possible Courses. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP)— 
Economic Stabilizer Roger Put- 
nam said today he had not de- 
cided whether to upset the Wage 
Stabilization Board and grant 
John L. Lewis’s 375,000 striking 
soft-coal miners a $1.90 daily 
wage hike. ~ 

Putnam told a reporter he was 
determined “not to act in a hur- 
ry” on a petition from Lewis and 
major part of the industry to re- 
store the 40 cents which the WSB 
cut from the $1.90 increase de- 
cided by Lewis and the industry. 
The board said last Saturday a 
rise beyond $1.50 would “dam- 
age” the stabilization program. 

“There are several courses I 
could take.” Putnam. said in an 
interview just before leaving for 
a weekend at his Massachusetts 
home. “I intend to examine all 
of them carefully before making 
a decision.” 

Possible Courses Open. 

These possibilities included: 
Asking the WSB itself to recon- 
sider its ruling last Saturday 
which cut the United Mine 
Workers’ wage hike by 21 per 
cent; sending the petition to the 
White House for action; returning 
it to the industry and Lewis with 
a request for revision, or acting 
on it himself in its present form. 

Putnam would not discuss de- 
tails of the appeal he received 
last night. It was signed by Harry 
M. Moses, president of the Bitu- 
minous Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, and Lewis. 

Putnam emphasized what he 
called his responsibility for the 
whole stabilization front and im- 
plied that a long coal strike would 
be bad for the nation’s economy. 

Putnam spent the morning con- 
ferring with WSB chairman Arch- 
ibald Cox and two other WSB 
public members, Harold Enarson 
and Herman Lazarus, who voted 
the cut. Economic experts-in the 
stabilization agency also took 
part, 
Putnam, who has supervision 


wage boost cutback ruling “very 
courageous” and indicated his 
agreement with it. 

Despite Putnam’s apparent in- 
dorsement of the WSB action, 
some observers felt that some 
other governmental officials were 
doing their best to persuade Put- 
nam that the full wage boost 
should be approved in the inter- 
est of . production. 

In last summer’s long steel dis- 
pute, Ellis Arnall, then price sta- 
bilizer, was overruled by the 
White House on the question of 
steel prices and a $5.50 a ton in- 
crease in the price of steel was 
granted. 

Should Putnam reject the 
Moses-Lewis petition President 
Truman could be asked to over- 
rule both Putnam and the WSB. 

Moses bargains for operators 
with an estimated annual produc- 
tion of 240,000,000 tons of coal, 
the largest single bargining group 
in the industry. Joseph E. Moody, 
who heads the Southern Coal 
Producers’ Association with an 
estimated annual production of 
100,000,000 tons, did not join with 
Moses in the petition. 

It was learned, however, that 
Moody sent a lettér to Lewis yes- 
terday asking the UMW leader to 
get his men back to work. 

Lewis’s Signature Is Surprise. 

Some observers were surprised 
that Lewis joined in the petition. 
He specifically refused to sign 
the previous petition which the 
industry made to the WSB for 
approval of the full wage in- 
crease. Lewis reportedly: felt his 
signature on the WSB petition 
might.indicate he had some doubt 
concerning the validity of the 
wage contract he had signed with 
the industry. 

Details of the new appeal were 
not revealed by any of the parties 
involved. 

The strike is now in its sixth 
day. Average weekly coal produc- 
tion runs around 10,000,000 tons, 
but above normal stockpiles in 
the hands of consumers indicated 
that there would be no real sup- 
ply emergency for a month or 
more.

REDS IN FIGHT FOR

SEOUL, Oct. 25 (AP)—Battle- 
weary South Koreans fought yard 
by yard up the highest pinnacle 


on Sniper cow ge today and routed 
fresh Chinesé& Communist troops 
in a 414-hour ordeal of cold steel, 
hot rifle fire and bursting gren- 
ades. ) 

Then they drove on up the 
ridge toward the Yoke, a network 
of Red trenches and caves com- 
manding the northern end of 
Sniper. 

Allied warplanes roared down 
on the Yoke, spilling armor-pierc- 
ing bombs at the fortification net- 
work in an effort to crack the 
stubborn Communist resistance. 

An Allied officer reported from 
the front that the South Koreans 
halted their drive on the Yoke 
at nightfall and fended off a 
counter-thrust from two Red com- 
panies with heavy artillery fire. 

The oficer said that in 12 days 
of fighting’ the bodi@ of 1418 
Chinese were counte@ an esti- 
mated 1275 more were killed and 
1051 wounded on Sniper Ridge 
alone. South Korean casualties 
were not given. The see-saw 
battle for the strategic central 
front height quieted after. dark. 

Elsewhere on the flaming cen- 
tral front, the Reds held control 
of Pike’s Peak, their last strong- 
hold on Triangle Hill just west 
of Sniper. They beat off United 
States Seventh Division attacks 
last night and today. The Chinese 
also held Iron Horse Mountain, 
another strategic peak 20 miles 
to the west. 

Two Red Jets Downed. 

In the air war, United States 
Sabre jet pilots reported shooting 
down two Communist jets in 
northwest Korea near -the Yalu 
river border to Manchuria. 

The heaviest ground fighting 
raged on Sniper Ridge, north of 


Kumhwa., 

From dawn to dusk Friday, 
Communist artillery pounded 
South... Korean... positions. with 
20,000 rounds of big gun fire, a 
near record for a small sector. 

Then they attacked with 1500 
fresh Chinese Réd troops who 
charged the peak with fixed bay- 
onets and grenades, 

“They just kept coming and 
coming,” correspondent John 
Randolph reported from the front. 

The South Koreans gave way. 
But they dug in on the ‘south 
slope and counter-attacked at 
8 a.m. They reached the crest of 
Pinpoint at 10 a.m. and fought 
a savage, close-quarter action on 
the top for more than two hours 
before routing the battered rem- 
nants of the two fresh Red bat- 
talions. 

Commands Sniper Ridge. 

Pinpoint Hill commands the 
rest of the one and one-half-mile- 
long Sniper Ridge. 

The drive toward the Yoke at 
Sniper’s northern end carried 
the Republican of Korea troops 
against a maze of caves, tunnels 
and connecting trenches. They 
seized the southern half of the 
Yoke yesterday ‘but the Chinese 
went underground and the South 
Koreans had to break off at dusk. 

Pike’s Peak on Triangle Hill is 
honeycombed also with caves.and 
trenches, Randolph reported. In- 
tense Chinese fire pinned down 
Seventh Division infantrymen at- 
tacking it today and stopped the 
Americans short of the crest. 

South Koreans, who captured 
Iron Horse Mountain only Thurs- 
day, pulled back from the south 
slope Friday night. Chinese Reds 
drove them off the crest earlier 
Friday. 

The Fifth Air Force said one 
of its planes was lost during the 
last seven days in air combat and 
three were lost to other causes. 
During the week, it reported, 
Allied jet pilots shot down three 


-MIGs, probably destroyed two 


and damaged three.

“When they are asked to set 
forth their own program, they 
engage in a new kind of psycho- 
logical warfare — campaign by 
platitude. 

“I would like to suggest to the 
Republicans that it is time for a 
change—from the General to the 
specific.” 

Reply to Eisenhower. 

Stevenson and his advisers ap- 
parently aré worried about the 
effect on the housewives of Eisen- 
hower’s repeated descriptions of 
how little food a $20 bil will buy. 
During most of yesterday, when 
many women were in his whistle- 
stop crowds, he alluded to these 
prices. And it was in Troy two 
nights ago that Eisenhower made 
a major anti-inflation | speech.

If that honestly represents the 
general’s understanding of what 
it takes to meet this problem of 
inflation, he retorted, ‘“‘then I 
say to you that there is truly at 
stake in this election a.real ques- 
tion of whether this country’s 
economy is going to survive. 
“What the Republican candi- 
date is really proposing in these 
ponderous words is that the Gov- 
ernment do nothing about infla- 
tioh—which is just exactly what 
the Republican party’ did about 
the depression in 1929—what the 
Old Guard would like to do to- 
day. The consequences would 
be exactly the same as they were 
25 years ago. Some Republi- 
cans have been accusing Demo- 
crats of ‘running against Her- 
bert Hoover.’ Well, we weren't 
in September, but it looks as 
though that’s what we have on 
our hands in October.” 

Says Eisenhower Changed. 

Earlier in the campaign Ste- 
venson had promised that he 
would not run against Hoover.

A cover to have been used on 
the Nov. 10 issue in the event 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson won the 
election was bound to the pages 
of-the current number of the 
publication. 

“Obviously, there has been a 
mistake in our bindery,” said 
Time’s publisher, James A. Linen. 

The publication had prepared 
two covers for use on Time’s 
“election results” issue. One 
showed the Statue of Liberty 
holding portraits of Gov. Steven- 
son and Senator John J. Spark- 
man, the Demecratic ticket lead- 
ers. The other bore portraits of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and his 
G.O.P.. running mate, Senator 
Richard Nixon. 

The correct cover shows a pic- 
ture of Stevenson with the cap- 
tion: “Candidate Stevenson—does 
he make sense to the American 
people?”

ABOARD THE STEVENSON 
TRAIN, Oct. 25 (AP)—Adlai E. 
Stevenson paid tribute to the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
today as he visited the Presidenf’s 


grave. 

The Democratic presidential 
nominee placed a wreath on the 
grave and had breakfast with Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt in Hyde Park 
before moving on to Poughkeep- 
sie where he told a crowd that 
the United Nations was Roose- 
velt’s “final legacy to the Ameri- 
can people.” 

“The United Nations and its 
specialized agencies are today the 
world’s best thope for peace,” 
Stevenson said in a speech from 
the balcony of the Nelson house 
in Poughkeepsie. 

“We Shall Move Ahead.” 

“I have said that this nation 
would never retreat from affirma- 
tive, forward-looking policies at 
home and abroad, nor shall we 
stand still,” Stevenson said. 

“We shall move ahead and I 


the creativeness and enterprise 
and the same faith in free Ameri- 
cans which Franklin Roosevelt 
has written large across our his- 
tory.” 

In speaking from the balcony 
of the Nelson house Stevenson 
carried out an old Roosevelt tra- 
dition. The late President always 
completed each campaign for all 
his bids for public office with a 
speech from that balcony. 

“We cannot rely on past solu- 
tions in 1952 any more than he

To Democracy, Says Learned Hand

ALBANY, N.Y., Oct. 25—Ac- 
cusation without proof was de- 
nounced last night by former 
Judge Learned Hand of. the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals as a present threat to 
the free society and institutions 
of America. 

In a speech at the eighty-sixth 
convocation of the University of 
the State of New York, he said 
that while there was “risk in re- 
fusing to act until the facts are

Penturf, who made the arrest, 
said Miller refused to discuss the 
killing. Blood-stained clothing 
belonging to the suspect was 
found in the abandoned automo- 
bile, on Highway 34, east of Pied- 
mont. 


Sheriff Penturf said Miller and 
a woman companion who said she 
is Mrs, Maxine Bollinger, of the 
‘Sidney street address, rented 
‘rooms in Mrs. Brand’s home éarly 
‘last night and then drank wine 
| with Mrs, 3rand. About 10 o'clock 
|the three prepared to drive into 
Piedmont. Mrs. Brand and Miller 
argued over who would drive her 
automobile, Sheriff Penturf was

Woman Tells of Killing. 

Miller, in a sudden rage, is re- 
ported to have knocked Mrs. 
Brand down with a blow from a 
flashlight, and stabbed her four 
times with a scissors. He then 
crushed the skull of the 5l-year- 
old woman with repeated blows 
with a hammer, Mrs. Bollinger re- 
lated. After changing clothes and 
searching for money in dresser 
drawers and Mrs. Brand’s purse, 
Miller drove away at high speed 
in Mrs. Brand’s machine, Mrs. 
| Bollinger said. 


Mrs. Bollinger reported the 
killing to her sister, Mrs. Alpha 
Sanders, of Piedmont, who noti- 
fied the sheriff. Mrs. Sanders 
said Miller and Mrs, Bollinger 
were not previously acquainted 
with Mrs. -Brand, and that she 
arranged for them to rent the 
rooms. Sheriff Penturf said Mrs. 
Brand, also known by her maiden 
name, Rose Acorn, was the widow 
of a World War I veteran. 


Weman Found At Hotel. 


After Miller drove away, Mrs. 
Bollinger went to the Richard- 
son Hotel in- Piedmont, where 
Sheriff Penturf found her. 

Mrs. Bollinger said Miller left 
his work at a St. Louis truck 
transport company last Monday 
and announced he was taking a 
{ bus to Piedmont, 125 miles south 
of St. Louis. She followed, by bus, 
the next day. Miller has relatives 
living near Farmington.

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Speech to Two Audiences 
Secretary of State Acheson's address, to the 
United Nations was a speech’ to two audiences. 
One audience was present and the other was not. 
_' The audience which was present was the U.N. 


Political Committee representing 60 nations. To 


this organization Mr. Acheson delivered an in- 
cisive report on Communist aggression in Korea 
and Moscow’s mastery of that attack. 

The audience which Mr. Acheson did not ad- 
dress, but which should heed his words, was the 
people of the United States. For to all of us the 
facts of Korea should be as clear as to our allies. 
And yet the facts of Korea have been purposely 
garbled in, of ali places, the United States, be- 
cause of the political campaign. 


Not that Mr. Acheson said or intended to say _ 


anything of a domestic political nature. But the 
true cause of the Korean war has become a cam- 
paign issue, and Mr. Acheson dealt factually and 
specifically with that cause. What he said needs 
‘to be repeated again and again. 

He pointed out that the decision to divide Ko- 
rea at the thirty-eighth parallel was a military 
one, made so Japanese troops could surrender to 
the Russians north of the jine and to Americans 
south of it. He could have added that without 
such an agreement the Communists might well 
have taken all of Korea instead of half, for the 
Soviet troops at war's end were close to Korea 
while ours were not. 

He noted that the Soviet Union turned the 
military line into a political line in 1946 by de- 
manding absolute authority in North Korea. 

He stated that the United States and the 
United Nations made repeated overtures to Rus- 


sia to try to unite Korea. In 1947, for example, . 


the U.N. called for general elections throughout 
Korea but the Russians balked. 

He observed that Russian leadership alone 
violated the Cairo agreement of 1943 for a free, 
united Korea. - 

Then he recited facts of the unprovoked, un- 
expected and unwarranted North Korean inva- 
sion of South Korea, and the dismal] evidence of 
pure Russian control of the aggression. 

All this is history. Mr. Acheson restated it 
specifically to draw United Nations support for 
the U.N.’s armistice policy in Korea. And our 
allies know these facts. Their troops are in the 
field with our own. | 

But unfortunate incidents of the political cam- 
paign raise the question as to how well Ameri- 
cans themselves remember these facts. For as 
part of the Republican Crusade, it has been 
stated time and again that the Korean war is 


Truman’s war, is Acheson’s folly. is an Admin- 


istration “mess.” The chief crusader has made a 
political issue of finding an “honorable way’’— 
but an undisclosed way—of ending the war. 

How do such political charges and promises 
sound in light of Mr. Acheson’s plain recital of 
facts? How does the Kremlin's war become Tru- 
man’s war? How can vicious aggression by one 
country be labeled a folly of leaders of another 
country—and our own country at that? 

Unfortunately this preposterous political issue 
could have a more damaging effect than what it 
may do to Democrats or Republicans, For the 
blame for Korea cannot be juggled from invader 
to defender without damaging the unity of free 
nations combined in their first great effort to 
stop aggression. 

But the record of the U.N. already shows that, 
except for Communist states, the nations will not 
swallow the idea that the Soviet attack was our 
government’s mistake.

Dr. Norris is the ninth president of MacMur- 
ray. He studied at Boston University, Harvard, 
and the University of Berlin. He had been dean 
of DePauw University for two years and chair- 
man of its department of philosophy and religion 
since 1947. 

At Jacksonville Dr. Norris will guide the 
largest four-year college for women in the Mid- 
west. The school was founded 101 years ago by 
the Illinois Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Church, as the Illinois Conference Female Acad- 
emy. Its name was changed to Illinois Woman's 
College in 1899, and in 1930 to MacMurray Col- 
lege, in honor of the late James E. MacMurray, 
who gave much of his private fortune to ,the 
school. 

MacMurray is fortunate to have Dr. Norris as 
its new president, and we believe he will find 
there an unusual and stimulating opportunity to 
serve the cause of democratic education.

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Who Dreamed That Chinese Dream ? 


If the saving of China is now so briskly 
dismissed as a dream that was vain as far 
back as 1946, how does the Administration ex- 
plain its living in that dream in 1947 and 1948? 


The words are Gen. Eisenhower’s, intended 
to answer Gov. Stevenson’s Louisville speech, 
and declarations by Secretary Acheson. 

It is surely a‘supreme irony that the Re- 
publican candidate for President calls on the 
Truman Administration to explain the idle 
dream of saving China after 1946. That dream 
was an invention of the Republican party. 

The Truman Administration’s policy toward 
Nationalist China underwent an abrupt change 
between 1946 and 1947. In that earlier year 
Gen. George C. Marshall went on a presidential 
mission to China. The outcome of his efforts 
was a report, early in 1947, that nothing could 
be done for China until someone in the oppos- 
ing Nationalist and Communist regimes would 
talk sense or until some new leader who would 
do so rose to power. 

The facts which Gen. Marshall reported led 
the Administration to replace its policy of try- 
ing, desperately, to save the Nationalist regime, 
with a policy of “waiting for the dust to settle.” 
As long as nothing that was done could be to any 
avail, doing anything was a hopeless waste. Bet- 
ter to wait and watch. 

Republicans who were more concerned with 
beating Truman in 1948 than with China’s fate 
saw, or thought they saw, a way to turn the un- 
fortunate trend of events in the Far East to 
their advantage and Truman’s discomfiture. They 
cried that the Administration, though busily 
combatting Communism in Europe, was doing 
nothing to combat the same forces in Asia. 
They demanded more millions for Chiang. 

Some of these whom the London Economist 
dubbed the “Bleeding Hearts for China” cult 
were unquestionably in earnest. Many of them 
surely knew better, and in any event there was 
no excuse for their not knowing better. It was 
the general understanding of the facts, and the 
general conclusion from the facts that more ‘aid 
to Chiang would be money down a rathole. 

The Administration allowed itself to be stam-

Republican criticism. This was a spineless tactic, - 


no prettier in its way than the tactic that pro- 
voked it.

nation which was conjured up in Republican 


strategy to damage Truman four years ago. 


The Voter’s Limited Duty 

One of the finespun theories being developed 
in support of Gen. Eisenhower's election is that 
unless he wins, the leadership of the Republicen 
party wilp revert to its most extreme elements. 
The McCarthys and the Jenners would take over, 
so this theory goes. 

As Joseph Alsop reported from the Eisenhower 
train, it is even being whispered that the G.O.P. 
might move toward fascism unless the voters 
elect its candidate for the presidency this year. 

Curiously enough, this new theory is often of- 
fered by the same thinkers who argued before 
Chicago that only Gen. Eisenhower's nomination 
could wrest conttol of the Republican party from 
its reactionary. extremists. Apparently these the- 
orists now feel, on the evidence, that Gen. Eisen- 
hower has not succeedéd in establishing control 
by being nominated. They do not clearly explain 
why therefore he might be expected to establish 


“ eontrol by being elected. 


The truth is, of course, that a candidate who 
eannot lead his party during the campaign offers 
little hope of leading it in the event of his elec- 
tion. One of the great contrasts between the 
Eisenhower and Stevenson campaigns is that 
Gov. Stevenson from the very beginning estab- 
lished himself as master of his own house, 
whereas Gen. Eisenhower time and again has 
appeared to be taking dérders, not giving them, 

And what of this argument that the Republi- 
cans must be handed the presidency in order to 
keep them from turning into bad little boys? It 
works both ways. With equal justification one 
could argue that unless the Democrats win, they 
may be driven toward the extreme left; that the 
way to keep the Democratic party moderate is 
to keep it in power. 

Either way, the argument will not hold water. 
It is not the voter’s function in this election to 
shape the character of the party he does not 
elect to office. His function is to decide, on the 
merits of candidates and records and programs, 
which party he shall place in office. The presi- 
dency is not a booby prize, to be awarded to 
that political group which might become juvenile 
delinquents if they did not get it. 

We do not believe that a defeated Republican 
party will go fascist, or even that it will inevita- 
bly fall into the hands of its extremist rabble- 
rousers. But should either of these things hap- 
pen, that would be something for the voters to 
deal with in some other election, not this one. 
The voter's job in this election is clear and it is 
limited. His job is to elect that presidential can- 
didate who offers the best national leadership 
for the next four years. 

What happens to political alignments there- 
after must be left to time and the working of 
historic forces. : 


The Children Come First 
The question St. Louis School Board members 
ought to be asking themselves in advance of 
next Tuesday’s meeting is whether they can af- 
ford to continue the deadlock that has brought 
board operations to a standstill. 
Twelve days have elapsed since the board last 


met, Aft that meeting not a single piece of public 


business was transacted because the. members 
could not get past the first item on the agenda, 
election of a new president. Even after taking 46 
ballots in the space of two hours, the members 
were no closer to a decision than when they 
started. So they closed up shop for two weeks, 
leaving piles of unfinished business on their 
desks. | 

Was there a way out then? Is there.a way out 
now? To both questions the answer is Yes. Re- 
peatedly at the last meeting Henry O. Whiteside, 
H. M. Stolar and Frank L. Wright offered mo- 
tions to postpone balloting until later so that 
other business could be transacted. The presi- 
dency of the board is important but not more 
so than the good of the school system. 

Yet the board’s Old Guard huddled together 
in determined opposition to any such proposal. 
Even when Board President Charles H. Christel 
warned of the obligation ‘“‘to the people and the 
school children,” the Old Guard ignored him. 

Mr. Christel, Mr. Whiteside and others in the 
board’s Citizens’ bloc are ready and willing to 
clean up the unfinished business before tackling 
the job of electing a new president. But what of 
the others? Are Charles J. Dyer, William Schu- 
macher, Mrs. Irma H. Friede, James F. Morrell 
and J. Harry Pohlman willing to continue their 
blind obstructionism? 

For once, at least, the welfare of the children 
ought to come ahead of partisanship. 
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Roadside Business Note 

This is the time of year when an interesting 
segment of American enterprise always begins to 
think about going out of business. We mean the 
farmers’ roadside stands. Just now they are 
loaded with pumpkins and apples where a few 
weeks ago they featured watermelons and can- 
taloupes, especially around Gumbo and Chester- 
field. : 

But the wind is getting sharper even as the 
trees are flaming more vividly, and the farm 
women are becoming less- disposed toward look- 
ing to the passing city motorist for pin money. 
And the boys and the girls have football prac- 
tice, piano lessons and homework to take up 
their time. Their profit motive definitely wanes 
with the year. 

This is because most Missouri roadside stands 
still are quite simple undertakings—just a few 
sawhorses,-some planks and maybe some kind 
of protection against the sun, but none against 
the sharpening bite of autumnal weather. Ex- 
cept on the fringes of the city, there are few 
signs of these stands developing into the elab- 
orate establishments which The New York Times 
reports along the highways of the Empire State 
—year-round, glassed-in, heated structures, com- 
plete with electric light and refrigeration. Those 
represent a sizeable investment, and they must 
be kept going. So they rely on the produce mar- 
kets rather than on adjacent fields and orchards. 
They seldom offer either country freshness or 
country prices. | 

We are inclined to deplore such citified stores 
almost as much as we deplore those who offer 
factory-made quilts and standardized souvenirs 
instead of genuine Ozark basketry. Like over- 
placarded and over-illuminated filling stations, 
no matter how convenient the latter may be, 
they are alien to the rolling Missouri landscape. 

Not so the makeshift stands which turn the 
produce of the fields into little luxuries for the 
farmer’s family, They mar no vista. They offend 
no eye. They are genuine, authentic, indigenous. 
They belong. We de not like to think that they 
will soon be bare. But then, winter is coming. 
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—From The Washington Post.

In an effort to see and hear at first hand 
Senator Joseph McCarthy, who has be- 
come a controversial figure in the cam- 
paign, we went to Kansas City to attend 
an address by the noted (or notorious) 
sleuth, 


The scene was Kansas City’s American 
Legion building, the former Masonic Tem- 
ple. About 1400 persons half-filled the au- 
ditorium—and admission was free. 


Then the organ broke out with the Ma- 
rine Corps Hymn and Senator McCarthy, 
flanked by a civilian guard of honor, strode 
down the center aisle of the auditorium 
and onto the platform, There were shouts, 
yells, whistling and° applause as the Sena- 
tor thrust both hands over .his head and 
beamed and bowed to the crowd. 


There was nothing in the Senator’s ap- . 


pearance before the bright television lights 
to indicate his reported appeal. He is of 
average height, slight in build, getting 
bald all over the top of his head in spots. 
He never relaxed during the entire speech 


and appeared to use every muscle in his 


body when he wanted to stress a particular 
point. 

Not until he had completed his address 
did we discover what is particularly pe- 
culiar about the man, what it is that has 
brought him such fame (or notoriety): it 
is an uncanny ability to develop a half- 
truth into a false conclusion and make it 
sound true; he is a master of the innuendo, 


The Process in Action 


Time after time he would make a state- 
ment which was wholly true, and confirm 
it with documents from the voluminous 
brief case beside him. Then from the state- 
ment he’d pull an isolated truth, add to it 
something not necessarily true and build 
up a conclusion either utterly or possibly 
false. The process required time and dur-. 
ing it all he kept hammering on the true 
premise from which he began. The result 
was to present to his audience an errone- 
ous assumption which seemed at the mo- 
ment to be absolutely sound. 


For instance he attacked Stuart Svyming- 
ton. Democratic nominee for the Senate, 
in this way: 

True—You have heard about 5 per cent- 
ers and more than 5 per centers in Wash- 
ington who influenced the letting of gov- 
ernment contracts. 


True—Stuart Symington was in Wash- 
ington. 

And ‘the conclusion he left in the audi- 
ence’s mind, although he refrained from 
saying it directly: Therefore Stuart Sym- 
ington was a 5 per center. 


McCarthy Sums Up McCarthy 


Supporting document—a financial report

Gov. Stevenson, burdened with Truman’s 
mistakes, has spoken out clearly on many 
issues, He has refused courageously to bow 
to the demands of wealthy Texans that he 
go along with them on the tidelands oil 
question. He has taken a definite stand on 
the highly controversial Taft-Hartley law, 
on social security, on federal guarantees of 
parity for farmers, on the Korean war, on 
the complex and controversial issues of 
foreign policy, and on other major ques- 
tions.

candidate. 


To be quite charitable with Gen. Eisen- 
hower, he often has seemed completely 
lost. He is as much out of his element in 
the political arena as Adlai Stevenson 
doubtless would be if he suddenly were 
thrust into command of a great army, 


This striking contrast—the assurance and 
confidence of Stevenson as opposed to the 
halting uncertainty, the backing and the 
hauling, and the strenuous effort to please 
that sometimes robs Gen. Eisenhower of 
his innate dignity—this contrast itself is 
revealing. 


It is revealing because much of the same 
skill required for successful campaigning 
is demanded for successful administration 
of the presidential office. The President, 
too, should be able to analyze complex 
governmental problems quickly, to clarify 
his own conclusions regarding them, and 
to present those conclusions simply and 
persuasively to the people.

There is a Korean war—and 
we are fighting it—for the simp- 
lest of reasons: Because free 
leadership failed te check and 
to turn back Communist ambi- 
tion before it savagely attacked 
us. The Korean war-—-more - 
haps than any other war in his- 
tory—simply and swiftly fol- 
lowed the collapse ef our politi- 
cal defenses, There is ne other 
reason than this: We failed to 
read and to outwit the totali- 
tarian mind. 

I know something of this totali- 
tarian mind. Through the years 
of world war II, I carried a heavy 
burden of decision in the free 
world’s crusade against the ty- 


Month after month, year after 
year, I had to search out and to 
weigh the strengths and weak- 
nesses of an enemy driven by the 
lust to rule the great globe itself. 
World War II should have 
taught us all one lesson, The les- 
son is this: to vaciliate, to hesitate 
-—to appease even by merely be- 
traying unsteady purpose—is to 
feed a dictator's appetite for con- 
quest and to invite war itself. 
That lesson—which should have 
firmly guided every great deci- 
sion of our leadership through 
these later years—was ignored in 
the development of the adminis- 
tration’s policies for Asia since 
the end of World War II. 
cause it was ignored, -the record 
of these policies is a record of 
appalling failure. 

That record of failure dates 
back—with red-letter folly—at 
least to September of 1947. It 
was .then that Gen. Albert 
Wedemeyer—returned from a 
presidential mission to the Far 
East—submitted to the presi- 
dent this warning: “The with- 
drawal <:f American military 
forces from Korea would ... 
- result in the occupation of south 
Korea by either Soviet troops 
or, as seems more likely, by the 
Korean military units trained 
under Soviet auspices in North 
Korea, : 

That warning and his entire 
report were disregarded and su- 
pressed by the administration. 

The terrible record of these 
years reaches its dramatic climax 
in a series of unforgettable scenes 
on capitol hill in June of 1949. 
By then the decision to complete 
withdrawal of American forces 
from * Koreas despite menacing 
signs from the north—had been 
drawn up by the Department of 
State. The decision included the 
intention to ask Congress for aid 
to Korea to compensate for the 
withdrawal of American forces.

First:. Republican Congressman 


“( Do) you feel that the Korean 
government is able to fill the 
vacuum caused by the withdrawal 
of the occupation forces?” 

The Administration answered: 
“Definitely.” 


Second: A very different esti- 
mate of the risk involved came 
from Republican Congressman 
Walter Judd of Minnesota. He 
warned: “I think the thing neces- 
sary to give security to Korea at 
this stage of the game is the pres- 
ence of a small American force 
and the knowledge (on the Soviet 
side) that attack upon it would 


bring trouble with us. I am con-/ 


vinced,” Representative Judd con- 
tinued, “that if we keep even a 
battalion there, they are not go- 
ing to move. And if the battalion 
is not there”’—listening now to 
his warning—‘“the chances are 
they will move within a year.” 

What a tragedy that the Admin- 
istration shrugged off that so ac- 
curate warning! 

Third: The Secretary of State 
was asked if he agreed that the 
South Koreans alone—and I quote 
—‘“‘will be able to defend them- 
selves against any attack from 
the northern half of the country.” 
To this the secretary answered 
briskly: “We share the same 
view.

These words of eloquent, rea- 
soned warning were spoken 11 
months before the Korean war 
broke. 

Behind these words was.a fer- 
vent, desperate appeal. That 
appeal was addressed to the 
Administration.

That appeal was inescapable be- 
cause there was now in the 
plight into which we had stum- 
bled no other way to save honor 
and self-respect. 

The answer to that appeal has 
been what any American knew 
it would be. It has been sheer 
valor—valor on all the Korean 
mountain-sides that, each day, 
bear fresh scars of new graves. 

Now—in this anxious autumn— 
from these heroic men there 
comes back an answering appeal. 
It is no whine, no whimpeting 
plea. It is a-question that ad- 
dresses itself to simple reason. 
It asks: where do we go from 
here? When comes the end? Is 
there an end? 

These questions touch all of us. 
They demand truthful answers. 
Neither glib promises nor glib ex- 
cuses will serve. They would be 
no better than the glib prophecies 
that brought us to this pais. 

To these questions, there are 
two false answers—both equally 
false.

It is the 
time when these leaders are sum- 
moned before the bar of. public 
decision. There they must give 
evidence both to justify their

In the great trial of this elec- 
tion, the judges—the people— 
must not be deceived into believ- 
ing that the choice is between 
isolationism and internationalism. 
That is a debate of the dead past. 
The vast majority of Americans 
of both parties know that to 
keep their own nation free, they 
bear a majestic responsibility for 
freedom through all the world. 
As practical people, Americans 
also know the critical necessity 
of unimpaired access to raw ma- 
terials on other continents for our 
own economic and military 
strength..: 

Today the choice—the real 
choice—lies - between policies 
that assume that responsibility 
awkwardly and fearfully—and 
policies that accept that respon- 
sibility with sure purpose and 
firm will.

“It is very hard,” he said, “for 
an American mother whose son is 
a prisoner of war of the Commu- 
nists to understand why we 
should not get her son back even 
if we have to use force to ex- 
change some former Communist 
soldier for her son; It was having 
her and others like her in mind 
that made this decision such a 
hard one. 

“TI must make one thing clear,” 
Hickerson added. “We have in 
no way bargained these Commu- 
nist prisoners of war off against 
our own boys. We have made it 
absolutely clear that we shall in- 
sist upon the return of every 
single United Nations prisoner of 
war upon the conclusion of an 
armistice. | 

“Now, you may ask, what guar- 
antee do we have that the Com- 
munists will agree to our posi- 
tion?” 

“There are no guarantees in

We believe ‘the answer to world 
War can only be world law.” 

The Democratic candidate said 
the early years of the U.N. had 
been difficult ones — “but what 
did we expect?” He said any 
great institution must suffer pains 
of birth and growth, especially 
“this greatest of all numen under- 
takings.” 

“We will not lose faith in the 
U.N.,” he said. “We see it as a 
living thing and we will work nh 
pray for its full growth and de- 
velopment.”

‘It Is Not What Is He, But 
What HAS He.’ 


HIS cynical saying is no prod- 
T uct of modern opportunism, 
but a proverb on the record 
as over 300 years in English 
speech. Examining its usage for 
the greater part of this time, it 
would seem to haye a special 
sense, to’ come as an echo from 
the manners and customs of the 
past. For example, these lines of 
dialogue from Swift’s “Polite 
Conversation,” published in 1738: 
“Lady A: She’s immensely rich. 
N: They say her father 
was a baker. 
A: Ay: but it is not, 
What is she? but What has she? 
now-a-days.” 

There you have the saying spe- 
cifically as an allusion to mar- 
riage, a reminder of the part a 
woman's dowry played in her 
chances for marriage for cen- 
turies on centuries in the past. 

In James Kelly’s collection of 
Scottish Proverbs, published in 
1721, we find this: “It is not what 


. is she, but what has she,” folk 


lowed by the definition, “Spoken 
of the choice of wives, where the 
portion is often more looked after 
than either the person or the 
virtues.” 


However, for the reader who 
may be offended by this remind- 
er of how the dollar sign once 
openly entered into love and 
marriage, there is comfort in the 
fact that the very earliest exam- 
ple in print of “It is not what 'is 
he, but what has he” has nothing 
to do with mercenery marriage, 
but is used in the general sense, 
just as it serves today! This oc- 
cure in the Braithwait’s “Shep- 
herd’s Tales,” published in 1621, 
as foliows: 

“Alas poor Swaine; 
what the proverb saith. 

We ask not what he is, but 
what he hath.” ; 

Note the allusion to the. “prov- 
erbe,” which indicates the say- 
ing’s prior usage on the common 
tongue.

On Public Health

HE American population is 
aging. During the past 50 
years the life expectancy of 
man has increased about 20 years. 
The health and medical problems 
of the community have changed 
radically in the last generation. 
With the conquest of communica- 
ble diseases and the resulting in- 
crease in life expectancy, long- 
term diseases have become great- 
er community problems. 
In 1900, 20 per cent of the 


. deaths occurred in persons 65 


years and older. This group in- 
cluded only 4 per cent of the 
total population. According to the 
1950 census, this age group in 
St. Louis had increased to ap- 


. proximately 9 per cent of the 


total population, and accounted 
for over 50 per cent of the. total 
deaths. The infectious diseases, 
which at the beginning of the 
century took such a heavy toll in 
the prime of life, have now been 
superseded by the ehronic degen- 
erative diseases as the leading 
causes of death.

IT IS ‘NOT ENOUGH that we 
are able to keep people alive long- 
er, but we must see to it that they 
enjoy good health and remain 
useful citizens to their communi- 
ty. 

We have the “know how” in 
Yeriatrics — that department of 
medicine which treats all prob- 
lems peculiar to old age and the 
aging. Geriatrics service endeavors 
to postpone, minimize, and pre- 
vent the degenerative diseases 
which commonly come with age 
and aging. Its purpose is to add 
more life to the years as well as 
more years to life. 


An annual physical checkup by 
your family physician after you 
reach the age of 40 is the keynote 
to a longer, healthier, happier 
life. This physical examination 
serves two purposes: (1) It en- 
ables the physician to detect the 
disease process in its early stage, 
and (2) once detected the physi- 
cian can initiate immediate cura- 
tive treatment. In cases where 
curative treatment is not possible 
medical science teaches one to 
“live with his disease.” It is truly 
amazing how many learn to do 
this and are thus able to lead 
happy, useful lives.
